From the hostess down through 
the five other guests, came testi- 
mony constantly in denial that there 
was incendiary talk such as the In- 
diana educator alleged a week ago. 
To the contrary, various of the 
witnesses portrayed their accuser as 
a "monologist," as having

four hours that evening in Virginia 
without letting others have the 
floor.

Specifically 
they called false 
assertions attributed by Dr. Wirt to 
one or another of them about hav- 
ing President Roosevelt helpless "in 
the middle of a stream," about call- 
ing him "only the Kerensfcy "of this 
revolution."

James A. Reed by his side, sat silent 
while some laughter in the large 
audience greeted the 
testimony. 
Once in a while there was applause 
for the witnesses.

Senate Leaders Hope for 


Solution of Coconut 


Oil Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, April 17—OP)— 
Senate democratic leaders expressed 
hope today a solution of the Phil- 
ippine coconut oil tax could be 
worked out in conference with the 
house on the $480,000,000 revenue 
bill, but failing that they said they 
had reason to believe President 
Roosevelt would not veto the meas- 
ure.Chairman Harrison of the fi- 
nance committee, in charge of the 
bill for the senate, said after the 
senate had asked a conference with 
the house that if the Philippine 
controversy could not be settled by 
the conferees a joint resolution to 
eliminate or modify the levy could 
be adopted. 
"I hardly think the president 


would veto the bill even though he 
is opposed to this Philippine tax," 
Harrison sadi. 


Conferees are expected to meet 
the latter part of the week. 
Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, criticised published reports 
quoting house leaders as attacking 
provisions written into the bill by 
the senate republican independents. 
He termed the bill "one of the 
best of its kind ever passed'' and 
said it was approved after "abso- 
lute freedom of debate."

LONDON, April 17—(AP)—Neville 


Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, declared to the house ol 
commons today that he did not pro- 
pose to make any provision for the 
payments of war debts to America 
or the receipt of war deots from 
Great Britain's debtors. 
Almost in the next-breath he an- 
nounced a reduction of a six pence 
in the pound reduction of income 
taxes—a reduction, in the case ot 
small incomes, of approximately 10 
per cent. 
His statement was made in the 
midst of a speech in which he said 
Great Britain now had "regained 
its place as the first importing 
country of the world." 
He further declared that half the 
pay cuts suffered by government 
employes would be restored July 1 
and that unemployment relief would 
be fully restored at the same time. 
He said that with the first of the 
year the present automobile license 
tax would be cut 25 per cent from 
its present rate of £1 per horse- 
power. Surplus of $200,000,000. 


He announced that in the fiscal 
year just ending Great Britain had 
run up a surplus in its government 
operation 
of £39,000.000—approxi- 
mately $200,000,000—and that the 
ensuing year would show Great 
Britain with a profit of £29,100,000— 
or $145,500,000. 
He said that at the present time 
it was impossible to- contemplate a 
reduction of indirect taxation. 
The cut in the income tax, the 
chancellor estimated, will cost the 
government £20,500,000 — or $102,- 
500,000—annually. 
He listed resources of revenue in 
proposing his budget for the year 
1934-35 and said that in the past 
year the beer tax had produced 
£5,000,000 more than expected, but 
that there had been a deficit in the 
revenues of tea and sugar. 
Chamberlain estimated that the 
total ordinary expenditure of the 
government during 
1933-34 was 


£698,000,000—or $3,490,000,000.

Philippines Urged 


Senate May Back Down 


On Coconut Oil Tax; 
Roosevelt Opposed. 


WASHINGTON, April 17—(AP)— 
Complete 
independence 
for 
the 
Philippines in two or three years— 
instead of "10 or 12" was suggested 
today by Senator Borah. 
This was his solution of the di- 
lemma facing congressional leaders 
over the 3 cent a pound levy on 
Philippine coconut oil tax in the 
$480,000,000 revenue bill. President 
Roosevelt has 
threatened a veto 
unless the tax is eliminated. 
Chairman Harrison of the senate 
finance committee had until tonight 
to move reconsideration of senate 
passage of the Dill in order to ob- 
tain another test on the island levy. 
He 
was uncertain early today 
whether he had enough votes to 
obtain reconsideration. 


Roosevelt Against Tax. 


Borah, who voted against the tax 
on the same ground as that ex- 
pressed by the president—that it 
violated the 
independence act— 
said: 
"We shall find ourselves greatly 
embarrassed by this oil tax relative 
to importation from the Philippines 
during all the long years in which 
the Filipinos are acquiring their in- 
dependence. 
"The importation of these oil pro- 
ducts is hurtful in the extreme to 
some of our own people. On the 
other hand, we have the implied 
understanding, at least, with the 
Filipinos not to change the situa- 
tion during the period of their ac- 
quiring independence. 
"If I had my way about it 
I 


would shorten the time within which 
thev should take their independence 
to within two or three years at most. 
Thev will be just as capable cf en- 
joying their independence two years 
from now as they will be ten years 
from now "

He made his accusations in reply 
to a letter received by hi«n from F. 
M. Simpson of Swift & Company's 
agricultural 
research 
bureau. In 
his letter, which Hildebrand said 
was evidently a copy of one sent 
to livestock producers throughout 
the country, Simpson declared that 
the Capper-Hope-Weann legislation 
designed to control direct buying by 
packes, would result in hindering 
and possibly prohibiting entirely the 
direct purchase or feeder cattle by 
livestock feeders. 


Simpson's Assertions. 


Simpson in his letter based his 
claim upon an assertion that the 
proposed legislation, upon 
which 
congress is expected to take final 
action before the present session 
adjourns, would make every railroad 
loading yard in the country a post- 
ed public market under jurisdiction 
of the secretary of agriculture it a 
single head of stock were 
bought, 
sold, weighed or delivered in any of 
their unloading pens. 
Simpson further charged that all 
stockmen 
purchasing livestock in 
such yards would automatically be- 
come "dealers" under the meaning 
of the bills which producers are 
supporting, and would be required 
to furnish bonds. 
Almost without exception,

claims set up ny Swift & Company

false by Hildebrand.

They, 
unapprised of the government's ar- 
rangements with Trotzky, who had 
lived in their midst for months 
without their knowing it, raided the 
villa Sunday. 


Expulsion Demanded. 


A nationwide clamor of protest 


for Trotzky's expulsion developed 
immediately after the public learned 
of his mysterious Barbizon hide- 
away. 


Sarraut declined to say whether 
Trotzky would be permitted to re- 
turn to Corsica or whether he would 
be compelled to quit French terri- 
tory entirely. 


If the latter course is taken, it 
was presumed Trotzky—a 
"man 
without a country"—would return 
to his former Turkish exile which 
he left ostensibly because of bore- 
dom and poor health.

The inquiry was decided upon after 
a dozen fatalities accompanied the 
army's taking over of the airmail.

At least one "100 per cent bank," 


meaning a bank whose cash and 
marketable securities are approx- 
imately sufficient to pay off all its 
obligations to depositors on de- 
mand. Is operating in Nebraska un- 
der a state charter. It is the Farm- 
ers' bank of Nebraska City, the 
largest institution in Otoe county. 
Practically all commercial banks, 
both national and state, are carry- 
ing large reserves at present, most 
of them having 50 per cent or more 
readily available. This is because 
general conditions during the past 
year called for a high degree of 
liquidity in funds on the one hand 
and lack of acceptable loan op- 
portunities on the other. Normally, 
a 15 per cent reserve is considered 
ample, and that is all the laws of 
Nebraska require. 
The Farmers' bank at Nebraska 
City, however, has always carried a 
reserve of not less than 75 or 80 
per cent. It conducts its business 
differently from other financial in- 
stitutions. Most of its deposits are 
constantly invested in bonds and 
only a minor amount of funds on 


hand is loaned to individuals and 
business firms. 
The last published 
statement, 
dated March 31, shows total de- 
posits of $1,149,648. It had on hand 
cash in its own vaults or due from 
other banks the sum of $525,806; 
U. S. government notes and bonds, 
$504,150; nad municipal bonds, $61.- 
222, making total reserves of $1,- 
091,178 in cash and its equivalent. 
This lacks 5 per cent of full 100 


per cent liquidity, but at several 
times in the past the Nebraska City 
institution has shown reserves that 
actually exceeded its deposits. 
Loans to customers on March 31 
aggregated the comparatively Insig- 
nificent sum of $185,102. The only 
other item listed under resources 
was $1,000 for real estate. 
The bank has been able to oper- 
ate profitably on this basis because 
with a minimum of loans, it suffers 
practically no loss from bad debts 
and also saves on bookkeeping and 
clerical expense. Its income is de- 
rived mainly from interest on 
bonds, profits on buying and selling 
securities, and interest on secured 
deposits with other banks.

In New Proposal. 


Draft of the Initiative-proposed 


state 
constitutional 
amendment 


which would abolish the office of 
commissioner of public lands and 
buildings was announced Tuesday 
morning by Harry L. Babcock. tem- 
porary chairman of a citizens' com- 
mittee sponsoring the drive. 


Under terms of the amendment, 
duties of commissioner of public 
lands and buildings will be dele- 
gated to the governor, the state 
auditor of public accounts and to 
the secrtary of the board of educa- 
tional lands and funds, a new ap- 
pointive office authorized in the 
amendment. 
Under the present system, the 
commissioner of public lands and 
buildings serves as secretary of the 
board of educational lands and 
funds, but under the terms of the 
amendment, the secretary shall be 
employed by the board and shall re- 
ceive whatever compensation the 
legislature or board may determine. 
The governor would be charged witn 
the care, custody and control of the 
state capitol building and would 
have the power to delegate this 
dutv to any other state department 
if the amendment is adopted. 
The state auditor of public ac- 
counts would be substituted for the 
land commissioner as a member of 
the board of educational lands and 
funds, if the amendment Is adopted.

thought and literature, merely because he did not 
subscribe to accepted orthodox doctrines, such action 
would be in violation of the spirit of that principle. 


One does not have to agree with Colonel Ingersoll's 


ideas to deplore any manifestation of bigotry which 
would place a barrier in the way of a suitable mem- 
orial to his genius. No one ever impugned his pri- 
vate character or conduct. A no less eminent divine 
than the late Henry Ward Beecher paid him a high 
personal tribute from the pulpit. The two men were 
great admirers of each other, though differing fun- 
damentally in their religious concepts. Both were 
devoted to the welfare of their fellow men; and both 
lived according to high standards of morality. 


The United States government is not being asked 


to provide the money for an Ingersoll monument. All 
that is sought is the privilege of erecting a monu- 
ment to him in the national hall of statuary, to be 
paid for with private subscriptions. Congress has 
done this in the case of William Jennings Bryan, the 
great religious fundamentalist, and other men and 
women now deceased whose virtues and talents won 
them fame and honor. There should 
be no line 


drawn against one who was the intellectual and ora- 
torical peer of any in his day. on the score of his 
nonconformance with religious opinions held by many 
of his country men.

Rule Will Have Little 


Effect, Says 
Sheffield 


Although he believes the effect on 


tax collections will be negligible in 
Lancaster county, Assessor James 
Sheffield expressed himself Monday 
as "not in sympathy" with a recent 
ruling of the Supreme court that 
intangibles should be assessed at the 
point of residence of the owner and 
not at the location of the business 
"Every business ordinarily derives 
its chief 
revenue from the resi- 
dents of the community in which it 
is located, and that community 
should be the one to have the bene- 
fit of the tax. it seems to me," Mr. 
Sheffield declared. 
Mr Sheffield expressed belief op- 
posing influences of the ruling will 
counteract each other so as to make 
little or no difference in total col- 
lections here. "Well probably re- 
ceive some money that went to the 
other counties, but we stand to lose 
about the same amount from busi- 
nesses who have branch establish- 
ments here and home offices 
in 
other states," the county assessor 
pointed out. 
In the past, the Lancaster county 
assessor has sought to assess in-' 
tangibles against 
Lincoln branch 


offices of chain and 
department 
stores, branches of finance compan- 
ies and other foreign institutions. 
There has been considerable oppo- 
sition to this practice, Mr. Sheffield 
said, but it was the plan of the of- 
fice, until the court ruling was made 
to continue such assessments.

The Temple of Minakshi, or Pish 


Mother, is one of the finest ex- 
amples of Dravidian architecture in 
India. The outer wall surrounds 
an area of 847 by 729 feei in which 
are 50 buildings 
all 
devoted to 


some purpose of the temple wor- 
ship. The wall is of granite, and 
is 37 feet high. 


The four main gateways axe cut 


through pyramidical towers which 
are 50 to 60 feet across at the 
base, and which extend 11 stories 
to a height of 150 feet. All sur- 
faces of these pyramid gateways 
are covered with hundreds of thou- 


sands of intricate carvings of gods 
and characters of mythology. Else- 
where in the temple buildings and 
on their columns and outer sur- 
faces are myriads, more of these 
statues— 30,000,000 of them in all, 
according to estimates. 


The temple is located in the cen- 


ter of Madura, which is the capi- 
tal of Madras, British India, and 
which was once the capital of the 
Pandyan Kingdom. The temple is 
believed to have been partly de- 
stroyed in the flood of Menu, but 
was rebuilt in the second or third 
century. It was damaged again by 


the Mohammedans in the four- 
teenth century. Its present splen- 
dor is credited to Tirumulla Nayak, 
last of the Rajahs, who ruled from 
1662 to 1662.

NEW YORK. April 17—(INS)— 
This is the old come-on day of 
major 
league baseball, the day 


when drama uses a calliope and 
illusion has its fling. In eight big 
league cities, the season of 1934 
will be formally and ceremoniously 
opened, while bands play and fans 
cheer, and governors, mayors and 
first citizens lend a hand and pre- 
tend a little themselves. 
The funny thing about this is 


that tomorrow they'll just be 16 
ball clubs, engaged in playing a 
normal and formal ball season of 
154 lengthy games, including mid-
